AMERICAN VALUATION BASIS FOR PROTECTIVE TARIFF ON POTTERY ONLY HOPE OF CERAMIC 
, SAYS CONGRESSMAN FRANK MURPHY] 


The pottery situation in America Is 
as serious as th at obtaining in 1913 
before the W orld W ar and a t the out- 
act of W ilson’s adm inistration, It was 
adm itted by E ast Liverpool m anufac­ 
turers, following an address to them 
and the directors of the cham ber of 
comm erce 
by 
Congressm an 
Frank 
Murphy of Steubenville, in the organ­ 
ization’s rooms tn the Little building 
last evening. 
"T he prevailing 70 per cent tariff 
on pottery will not protect American 
m anufacturers aud consequently will 


not keep perm anent the present high 
wages of their workingmen because 
it is being steadily and increasingly 
nullified by the under-valuation 
at 
foreign shipping points” vigorously de­ 
clared the Eighteenth district repres­ 
entative, who as a mem ber of the 
Appropriation Committee of the house 
of representatives knows the prevail­ 
ing situation. 
Dual Action Urged. 
“Only by the duality of acUon on 
the part of the m anufacturers and 
workmgmeu alike, plus 
the 
wide­ 


awake tactics of such an enterprising 
cham ber of commerce as exists bere 
in E ast Liverpool can rem edial action 
be obtained," he said. “There m ust be 
concerted efforts made iu the same 
direction by all persons Interested. 
There m ust be an American valua 
Don of all foreign im ports at the ports 
of entry to standardize a price upon 
which a protective tariff that will 
function can be placed. 
“The potters and the m anufacturers 
m ust get together on this project for 
their Interests are mutual, 
lf present 


conditions continue only by reducing 
American wages ran com petition be 
continued successfully w ith the for­ 
eign ware m akers.” 


Mr. Murphy showed how Europe in

LAST year the Rockefeller Founda­ 
tion spent |9,741,474 
on world wide 
health. 
The 
work was done impar­ 
tially, In many countries. The Rock­ 
efeller hospital at Peking la arranged 
so that lf China decides to drive out 
all foreigners Chinese 
doctors 
can 
take full charge. 
In Brasil the Rockefellers, co-oper­ 
ating with the government, fought yel­ 
low fever and 
hookworm and they 
helped British health undertakings 
“all the way from London and Edin­ 
burgh to Hong Kong and Sydney." In 
France the Rockefellers established a 
medical school at Strasburg, a univer­ 
sity and laboratory In Paris, nurses' 
training centers in London and Paris, 
and so on through the world. 
And while the Rockefellers intend 
to give away their millions in intelli­ 
gent philanthropy, 
the nine million 
dollars spent in health, like bread cast 
upon the waters, will return. 
That money will save a million lives, 
and the million lives will be worth 
at least $9 a year each, as consumers 
of gasoline and oil. 
And then the Rockefellers will have 
more money to give away. 


THE national leaders are “worried 
about money,” with a worry that will 
seem strange In Europe. This govern­ 
ment takes in $631,000,000 more than 
it needs in a year, and can’t make up 
its mind what to do with the money. 
Some say, “Give it back to taxpay­ 
ers in reduced taxation." Others say, 
“Do that and you will be short of 
money next year, should your revenue 
not be so high.” 
In any case, it Is a very pleasant 
dilemma.

The pottery situation in America is 
as serious as that obtaining in 1918 
before the World War and at the out­

“The prevailing 70 per cent tariff 
on pottery will not protect American 
manufacturers and consequently will

entative, who as a member of the 
Appropriation Committee of the house 
of representatives knows the prevail­ 
ing situation.

NIGHT DEPOSITORY IS INSTALLED 
AT FIRST NATIONAL BANK HERE 


Special Night and W eek­ 
end Service for Mer­ 
chants and Others Intro­ 
duced by Fifth Street 
Institution. 


A night depository for the benefit 
of merchants and others has been in 
stalled by the First National bank. 
An especially 
equipped fire and 
burglar proof safe has been installed 
in the private offices in the front of 
the building. 
This safe is connected 
with a roller arrangement, whereby 
deposits of cash or checks can be 
dropped into the vault from the street. 
Each depositor will register at tne 
bank and be given a heavy canvas 
hag containing a number. This bail, 
opened and closed by a "tipper’ ar­ 
rangement, will be fastened with a 
Yale lock, keys to which will be held 
only by the depositor. 
When a depositor wishes to place 
hie money in safe-keeping for the 
night the bag 
is taken to the bauk 
and placed in the Bylander like receiv­ 
er at the front of the building. Tins 
cylinder can be opened by using a key 
which each depositor will be given. If 
he wishes to insure the contents cf 


the bag, he will deposit an insurance 
slip in the letter slot in front door 
of the building or mail the slip to the 
bank, which 
autom atically 
insures 
him against any possible loss without 
additional charge. 
Each m orning the safe will be open­ 
ed by a teller and an officer of the 
bank. 
The bags, with their contents 
intact, will be turned back to their 
owners who may take them to their 
places of business or deposit the con­ 
tents at the bank. In no instance can 
the bags be opened except with the 
keys held by the depositor. 
Installation of the new system was 
started about two weeks ago. The safe 
is made of concrete and reinforced 
steel and money deposited therein Is 
practically as safe as if placed in the 
main vault. The system was installer 
by The Bank Vault Inspection com­ 
pany of Philadelphia. 
The depository will elim inate two 
necessity of m erchants carrying Jargi* 
sums of money in their small store 
safes over night or week ends.

That great river is still rising, with a high crest sweeping 
on relentlessly toward the Gulf of California and threatening in its 
progress to ovewhelm the rich and populous Imperial Valley. The 
t»de is more menacing that it has been for many years. 
The Colorado, like the Mississippi, is guarded by levees in its 
lower reaches, lf they give way, the flood will inundate a million 
acres of the richest land in the worid and ruin 60,000 farmers. 
Though not so vast in extent as the Mississippi deluge, the 
Colorado peril is greater for the area it menaces. 
The Imperial 
Valley is below sea level and has no possible outlet. 
When the 
Mississippi spills over, the water eventually flows way and dry 
land emerges again, as in the biblical flood, lf the Colorado spills 
over, the deluge will cover that fruitful land with an inland sea 
which will remain there until it disappear1- by the slow course of 
evaporation, which might Like many years. 
It is necessary, therefore, to turn from the broken levees of 
Arkansas, Mississippi and Louisiana to the threatened levees of 
southern California. 
After that it is necessary to-insure, along 
the Colorado river, protective works no les*< important for the 
southwestern states that have been urged for the southern Mis­ 
sissippi Valley states. 
Congress had one good chance at that, in the last session, 
in the Boulder Dam plan, and neglected it.

John D. Rockefeller, Jr., who has given many millions to col­ 
leges, evidently thinks that his gifts are not fully appreciated by 
students. He doesn’t say so, but that conclusion may be inferred 
from his plea for the raising of tuition fees. 
College students, as nearly everyone knows, get a great deal 
more than they pay for. 
That fact may be largely responsible 
for the lackadaisical way in which so rtiany students take their 
college course. Many of them seem to be attending college, Mr. 
Rockefeller suggests, “for a good time, for social consideration or 
to fit themsleves to earn money.” lf any of these motives pre­ 
vail, the student may be regarded as grafting, to some extent, 
on the college and its benefactors, lf he goes to fit himself for 
unselfish human service, as is the case in the ministry and in 
teaching, that is a different matter, Mr. Rockefeller feels. 
No doubt, if students paid a larger share of what it costs to 
educate them in college, or merely to keep them there, they would 
appreciate their opportunities better than many of them do now, 
and take better advantage of the facilities offered. It is a good 
suggestion, if proper provision is made for the cases of poor but 
worthy boys and girls who honor college philanthropy by making 
good use of it.

■WASHINGTON, D. C., June 25 — 
W hat is lamb and w hat is m utton? 
W hat is veal and w hat Is beef? When 
does a lamb become a sheep, and 
when does a calf become an adult of 
his species? 
For many years 
these 
questions 
were answ ered variously in various 
m arkets or localities of the country, 
and then the D epartm ent of Agricul­ 
ture decided th at they should be an­ 
swered uniformly, for the good of the 
m eat industry and the cash customers. 
Accordingly through its Bureau of Ag­ 
ricultural Economics it setB up spec­ 
ifications or grade descriptions -of 
meat. 
These were recommended to 
the purchasing departm ents of Fed­ 
eral and State institutions and com-,, 
mercial interests and have been in 
practical use for about three years. 
It is stated th a t the grades have 
become 
generally 
known 
by 
all 
branches of 
Che industry and have 
been put to Pevely practical test in all 
the large m arkets of the country.

From Noah to

Personal­ 
ities embody history. T ruths are in­ 
carnated in individuals. 
Lindbergh's 
bold light has been a clearer call to 
youth 
to display courage, initiative 
and modesty than all the homilies of 
the 
schools. 
P eter’s example 
has 
taught more C hristianity than a mil­ 
lion sermons. After all, a man -is the 
only message. 
For three months, millions of mem­ 
bers of the Sunday schools of the 
world have been studying about 
Pe­ 
ter 
They have 
talked about him 
and 
read 
about 
about him. 
From every conceivable 
angle his character has been consid­ 
ered. 
All ’lie rugged rom ance of his 
career has been weighed and in te g ra ­ 
ted. As an example of true "success,” 
he has been a life-shaping force. Some 
heroes are so rem ote in their quali­ 
ties 
th at they scarcely affect other 
m en’s conduct;

With all of his stum blings 
and blunderings, P eter baa been 
a 
good 
interpreter of the M aster be 
loved'. 
Upsetting a New Idea. 
Minds that seek to be “ m odern” 
before they are anything else find a 
wholesome corrective in this Galilean 
fisherm an. 
P eter embodies the Big 
Idea of 
C hristianity, a truth th at is 
tinder fire today. Peter, the common 
man who became great, flouts the 
current scientific notion th at every 
human being is the 
bondslave 
of 
protoplasm 
and 
of 
corpuscles. 
' Science” is 
crying from the house­ 
tops today 
that M enders botanical 
law applies equally to human beings: 
it a man has a certain sort of ances­ 
tors he will, despite everything^ him- 
hVm and”'"thought 
befIom'> *hat certato Rort of m an- 
Both character and qbnduct, accord­ 
ing to this popular teaching of 
the 
highbrows,, are entirely beyond 
thq 
individual’s 
control. 
We 
are 
what 
we are because cur forebears made tis 
so. an d nothing th at we ourselves 
may do can change our qualities. 
• 
This new fatalism of science out­ 
ranks any doctrine of predestination 
ever-held by Presbyterians. 
It nulli­ 
fies the prim ary purpose of education 
.and of religion. 
According to these 
new physiologists, man is inescapably 
held 
in 
the 
grasp cf his ancestors. 
(‘lim inal antecedents assure a crim ­ 
inal 
career. 
Shiftless 
parents 
and 
grandparents doom a man to failure. 
Dull w ittedness begets only dull-wit­ 
tedness. 
The clutch 
of the 
proto­ 
plasm 
inexorably 
grips every soul. 
This 
popular 
science 
dooms every 
human being before birth to a m ere 
m echanical repetition of the charac­ 
ter of its forebears. A more hopeless 
dogma than 
such teaching of m ate­ 
rialism can scarcely be imagined. 
P eter gives the lie direct to all 
such notions. By his life and by his 
words, he shows that this is “science, 
falsely so called.” 
He stands con­ 
spicuously for the Gospel’s "Big Idea,” 
which is that a life may be made over 
into complete newness by the power 
of Christ. We do not always rem em ­ 
ber that the most exultant message 
of hope ever heard by despairing h u ­ 
m anity is the Gospel. Shallow critics 
som etimes portray 
C hristianity 
ss 
gloomy; w hereas it is the brightest 
form of optimism. It bids no man de­ 
spair because of his antecedents or 
of his circum stances or of bls n a tu r a l 
qualities. "If tony man be in C hrist 
Jesus 
he is a new ' creature: 
Old 
things are passed away; behold, all 
things are become new.” 
P eter is proof that characters may 
be completely changed, and, conse­ 
quent ly. conditions may be changed, 
’ by the grace of God. No real student 
of this three m onths of Sunday School 
lessons should be among I he addle 
pated, itching-eared crowd who are 
quick to welcome every speculation 
cf sc ience as true and to reject light­ 
ly the revelation th at has been vindi­ 
cated by the ages. When the m ater­ 
ialist cries th at each m an’s fate is in 
the blood of bis ancestors, the C hrist­ 
ian replies th at each m an s fate is 
iii the blood of Christ. 
Taking Hold by the Handle. 
Because so many religious teachers 
use teh petrified phraseology of tho 
past, "the 
language of 
Canaan,’’ 
there is a likelihood of the real sig­ 
nificance of this course upon P eter 
being missed. Let us grasp the Story 
by the handle. Peter was a rough 
fisherm an, living and working by ♦ho 
Lake of Galilee, nearly two thousand 
years ago. He was a common man. 
crude, clumsy, not keen in his m ental 
processes, and vulgar in his speech, 
jle wacj as commonplace and ordinary 
as the inn of workingmen in his class 
controlled era. lf Jesus had not come 
along. P eter would have died as in­ 
conspicuously as he had Jived; aru! 
our new notions of all powerful here 
dity would have been vindicated in b n 
case. 
From his nets he was cttljed by 
Christ, Who sees iii every human spir­ 
it possibilities which neither reason 
nor science can discern. This boast­ 
ful, blustering, blundering fisherm an 
was taken into the M aster's school. He 
was not a hopeful pupil, and many 
failures and low m arks are upon his 
ca.'ly record. 
A tter Jesus bad been 


crucified and resurrected, His Other 
Self, the Holy Spirit, continued the 
work with Peter. 
The outcome was 
a sm all man made great, a coarse 
man made tine, boastful man made 
humble, a stupid man made wise, a 
swaggering, swearing, 
strutting fel­ 
low made into a saint, a statesm an, 
a seer of God. 
By hum an inherit* 
once, Peter was the m ost ordinary of 
ordinary men; by birth from above 
be became the superior of kings, able 
to cry, with his friend Paul, "I can 
do all things through C hrist Who 
stren g th en ed me.” 
T hat “Big Idea" has worked out In 
the case of millions since. 
Two days 
ago I learned of a boy friend whose 
sterling character has made over a 
fraternity in college, and who led his 
class in this m onth's graduation. His 
C hristianity did it. 
I know, and so 
does every reader of these lines, of 
instances of the gentility of godli­ 
ness. such as Barbie’s Scotch peasant 
m other—women 
and 
men who have 
become fine and 
lovely 
by keeping 
company with Christ. 
C ontrast them 
with some of the vulgar heirs of priv­ 
ilege whom one also knows, and then 
ask which is m ightier, the protoplasm 
or the grace of God. 
A Man Who Spoke Out. 
' Something like a new respect for 
outspoken 
convictions 
comes 
from 
even a casual consideration of the 
life of this im mortal 
world figure, 
Peter, the disciple of Jesus. His ex­ 
ample starts d istorting thoughts con­ 
cerning 
the relative im portance of 
witness-bearing and of organization. 
Ours is an organisation-m ad day. We 
exalt the machine above the man. In­ 
stitutions give us more concern than 
prophets. 
Almost 
every 
preacher 
would consider it a promotion to move 
from the pulpit into an office, as a 
board secretary or undersecretary. In­ 
deed, one practical reason why the 
prophetic note is so seldom of the 
great preachers have become secre­ 
taries or presidents or other cautious 
office-holders. 
Im agine’ P eter as sec­ 
retary of a church board! 
We have wholly revised the Bible 
programme, 
which provides for the 
growth of the church by way of wit­ 
ness-bearing disciples, into an elabo­ 
rate and modern system o f’organiza­ 
tion, which 
seem s more dependent 
upon money than upon spiritual en 
dnement. 
Organizations have to be 
prudent and conservative and world­ 
ly wise; w hereas w itnesses have no

that they scarcely affect other 
men’s conduct; 
but the sheer and 
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s’mple humanness of. Peter wins the 
heart. 
With all of his stumblings 
and blunderings, Peter has been

interpreter-of the Master be 
loved. 
Upsetting a New Idea. 
Minds that seek to be ' “modern” 
before they are anything else find a 
wholesome corrective in this Galilean 
fisherman. 
Peter embodies the Big 
Idea of Christianity, a truth that is 
under fire today. Peter, the common 
man who became great, flouts the 
current scientific notion that eve^y 
human being is the 
bondslave 
of 
protoplasm 
and 
of 
corpuscles. 
* Science” is crying from the house­ 
tops today 
that Menders botanical 
law applies equally to human beings: 
n a man has a certain sort of ances­ 
tors he will, despite everythings, him- 
thought 
become that certain sort of man. 
Both character and qbnduct, accord­ 
ing to this popular teaching of the 
highbrows,, ere entirely beyond fbq 
individual’s control. 
We 
are 
what 
we are because our forebears made us 
so. and nothing that we ourselves 
may do can change our qualities.

This new fatalism of science out­ 
ranks any doctrine of predestination 
ever.held by Presbyterians. It nulli­ 
fies the primary purpose of education 
anil of religion. 
According to these 
new physiologists, man Is inescapably 
held in the grasp of his ancestors. 
(‘liminal antecedents assure a crim­ 
inal career. 
Shiftless 
parents 
and 
grandparents doom a man to failure. 
Dull wittedness begets only dull-wit- 
todness. 
The dutch of the 
proto­ 
plasm 
inexorably grips every soul. 
This 
popular 
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crucified and resurrected, His Other 
Self, the Holy Spirit, continued the 
work with Peter. 
The outcome was 
a small roan made great, a coarse 
man made line, boastful man made 
humble, a stupid man made wise, a 
swaggering, swearing, 
strutting fel­ 
low made into a saint, a statesman, 
a seer of God. 
By human Inherit* 
anre, Peter was the most ordinary of 
ordinary men; by birth from above 
be became the superior of kings, able 
to cry, with his friend Paul, “I can 
do all things through Christ Who 
strengthened me.” 
That “Big Idea” has worked out in 
the case of millions since. Two days 
ago I learned of a boy friend whose 
sterling character has made over a 
fraternity in college, and who led his 
class in this month's graduation.

hiiman being before birth to a mere rate and modern svntem e f n r ffa«i,o. 
mechanical repetition of the charac­ 
ter of ifs forebears. A more hopeless 
dogma than such teaching of mate­ 
rialism can scarcely be imagined. 
Peter gives the lie direct to all 
such notions. By his life and by his 
words, he shows that this is “science, 
falsely so called.” 
He stands con­ 
spicuously for the Gospel’s “Big Idea,” 
which is that a life may be made over 
into complete newness by the power 
of Christ. We do not always remem­ 
ber that the most exultant message 
of hope ever heard by despairing bu 
manity is the Gospel. Shallow critics 
sometimes portray 
Christianity 
as 
gloomy; whereas it is the brightest 
form of optimism. It bids no man de­ 
spair because of his antecedents or 
of his circumstances or of bis natural 
qualities. “If any man be in Christ 
Jesus 
he is a n e w c re a tu re ; 
Old 
things are passed away; behold, all 
things are become new.” 
Peter Is proof that characters may 
be completely changed, and. conse­ 
quently, conditions may be changed, 
by the grace of God. No real student 
of this three months of .Sunday School 
lessons should be among the addle­ 
pated, itching-eared crowd who are 
quick to welcome every speculation 
cf science as true and to reject light­ 
ly the revelation that has been vindi­ 
cated by the ages. When the mater­ 
ialist cries that each man's fate is hi 
the blood of his ancestors, the Christ­ 
ian replies that each man's fate is 
in the blood of Christ. 
Taking Hold by the Handle. 
Because so many religious teachers 
use teh petrified phraseology of tho 
past, “the 
language of 
Canaan,” 
there is a likelihood of the real sig­ 
nificance of this course upon Peter 
being missed. Let us grasp the Story 
by the handle. Peter was a rough 
fisherman, living and working by tho 
Lake of Galilee, nearly two thousand 
years ago. He was a common man. 
crude, clumsy, not keen in his mental 
processes, and vulgar in his speech. 
,He was as commonplace and ordinary 
as the run of workingmen in bis class- 
controlled era. lf Jesus had not corno 
along. Peter would have died as in­ 
conspicuously as he had lived; and 
our new notions of all powerful here 
dity would have been vindicated in bn 
case. 
From his nets he was called by 
Christ, Who sees in every human spir­ 
it possibilities which neither reason 
nor science can discern. This boast­ 
ful, blustering, blundering fisherman 
was taken into the Master’s school. He 
was not a hopeful pupil, and many 
failures and low marks are upon his 
early record.

Only yesterday the publisher of a 
famous newspaper told me, as a dozen 
others have done, that one ot bls pa­ 
per s problems is that* the editors do 
not hear from the best people among 
their readers. On the face of things, 
men and women are not interested in 
righteousness or religion, but only in 
sports and comic strips and other in 
cidentals. How many readers of this 
Lesson have ever written to the edi­ 
tor, 
Ming him of their interest in 
it? 
How many have ever praised a 
brave, fine editorial; or a public spir­ 
ited policy? In the presence of out­ 
spoken Peter, we are bound to declare 
that witness bearing, personal testi­ 
mony, bold utterance of deepest con­ 
victions, are a piimary need of Christ­ 
ianity, “Let the redeemed of the Lord 
say so.” 
Peter puts a premium upon person­ 
ality. His career reveals the power cf 
an individual life set free in a com­ 
munity to represent its highest experi­ 
ences and beliefs. A great personality 
—which is another phrase for fear­ 
less, selfless, consecrated personality 
—means more to any community than 
a new church building or a new so 
ciety. 
The Gospel way has been to 
unleash 
individualities aflame with 
God. to testify, by character and by 
conduct and by conversation, to tho 
call of Christ.

AT FIRST NATIONAL BANK HERE 


Special Night and Week­ 
end Service for Mer- 
chants and Others Intro­ 
duced by Fifth Street 
Institution. 


A night depository for the benefit 
of merchants and others has been In 
stalled by the First National bank. 
An especially 
equipped fire aud 
burglar proof safe has been installed 
la the private offices in the front of 
the building. 
This safe is connected 
with a roller arrangement, whereby 
deposits of cash or checks can bo 
dropped into the vault from the street. 
Each depositor will register at tile 
bank and be given a heavy canvas 
bag containing a number. This ba*?, 
opened and closed by a "sipper’ ar­ 
rangement, will be fastened with a 
Yale lock, keys to which will be held 
only by the depositor. 
When a depositor wishes to place 
bis money in safe-keeping for the 
might the bag 
is taken to the bauk 
and placed in the syiindcr like receiv­ 
er at the front bf the building. This 
cylinder tan be opened by using a key 
which each depositor will be given, lf 
he wishes to insure the contents cf 


the bag, he will deposit an insurance 
slip in the letter slot in front door 
of the building or mail the slip to th* 
bank, which 
automatically 
insures 
him against any possible loss without 
additional charge. 
Each morning the safe will be open­ 
ed by a teller and an officer of the 
bank. 
The bags, with their contents 
intact, will be turned back to their 
owners who may take them to their 
places of business or deposit the con­ 
tents at the bank. In no instance can 
the bags be opened except with the 
keys held by the depositor. 
Installation of the new system was 
started about two weeks ago. The safe 
is made of concrete and reinforced 
steel and money deposited therein is 
practically as safe as if placed in the 
main vault.

Boy Scouts* Budget Campaign 


East Liverpool District Council, Boy Scouts of America, will 
launch a one-day campaign in the city proper, Chester and Newell 
on Tuesday for $4,000, the council’s share of the Columbiana coun­ 
ty budget for the year ending December 31. 
T. Edwin Lewis, who directed the canvass last year, will 
again assume the helm in the drive. With L. W. Smith and A. E. 
FYosch, leaders of two divisions of workers, he will outline plans 
for the solicitation and distribute names of prospective contribu­ 
tors at a dinner meeting in the Y. M. C. A. banquet hall on Mon­ 
day night. It is expected to close the canvass with the submission 
of reports at another dinner on Tuesday evening. 
The campaign in the East Liverpool district follows canvasses 
made in Wellsville, Lisbon, Columbiana, Leetonia and Salem, which 
contributed $3,600 of the $7,600 budget required for the Scouts 
to “carry im.” The fund is sought to pay the cost of administra­ 
tion of Scout work and also expenses in connection with the pur­ 
chase of equipment, etc., for the summepr camp at Lake Placentia, 
North Georgetown. 
The work of the Boy Scouts is so well known that no explana­ 
tion is necessary. The organization provides wholesome outdoor 
exercise for boys under 16, teaching them the'significance of the 
Golden Rule as well as the importance of self-dependence. It is a 
worth while movement and deserves support. 


Another Big Flood 
The Mississippi river is subsiding—no more danger there for 
this ye£r, anyway. But how about the Colorado? 
That great river is still rising, with a high crest sweeping 
on relentlessly toward the Gulf of California and threatening in its 
progress to ovewhelm the rich and populous Imperial Valley. The 
tide is more menacing that it has been for many years. 
The Colorado, like the Mississippi, is guarded by levees in its 
lower reaches, lf they give way, the flood will inundate a million 
acres of the richest land in the world and ruin 60,000 farmers. 
Though not so vast in extent as the Mississippi deluge, the 
Colorado peril is greater for the area it menaces. The Imperial 
Valley is below sea level and has no possible outlet. When the 
Mississippi spills over, the water eventually flows way and dry 
land emerges again, as in the biblical flood. If the Colorado spills 
over, the deluge will cover that fruitful land with an inland sea 
which will remain there until it disappears by the slow course of 
evaporation, which might take many years. 
It is necessary, therefore, to turn from the broken levees of 
Arkansas, Mississippi and Louisiana to the threatened levees of 
southern California. After that it is necessary to insure, along 
the Colorado river, protective works no less important for the 
southwestern states that have been urged for the southern Mis­ 
sissippi Valley states. 
Congress had one good chance at that, in the last session, 
in the Boulder Dam plan, and neglected it. 
Anti-flood legisla­ 
tion should be at a premium in Washington next winter.

WASHINGTON, D. C-, June 25.-- 
What is lamb and what is mutton? 
What is veal and what Is beef? When 
does a lamb become a sheep, and 
when does a calf become an adult of 
tis species?

markets or localities of the country, 
and then the Department of Agricul­ 
ture decided that they should be an­ 
swered uniformly, for the good of the 
meat industry and the cash customers. 
Accordingly through its Bureau of Ag­ 
ricultural Economics it sets up spec­ 
ifications or grade descriptions -of 
meat.

Higher College Tuition. 
John D. Rockefeller, Jr., who has given many millions to col­ 
leges, evidently thinks that his gifts are not fully appreciated by 
students. He doesn’t say so, but that conclusion may be inferred 
from his plea for the raising of tuition fees. 
College students, as nearly everyone knows, get a great deal 
more than they pay for. 
That fact may be largely responsible 
for the lackadaisical way in which po many students take their 
college course. Many of them seem to be attending college, Mr. 
Rockefeller suggests, “for a good time, for social consideration or 
to fit themsleves to earn money.” lf any of these motives pre­ 
vail, the student may be regarded as grafting, to some extent, 
on the college and its benefactors. If he goes to fit himself for 
unselfish human service, as is the case in the ministry and in 
teaching, that is a different matter, Mr. Rockefeller feels. 
No doubt, if students paid a larger share of what it costs to 
educate them in college, or merely to keep them there, they would 
appreciate their opportunities better than many of them do now, 
and take better advantage of the facilities offered. It is a good 
suggestion, if proper provision is made for the cases of poor but 
worthy boys and girls who honor college philanthropy by making 
good use of it.

When the legmen expresses a de­ 
sire to know when a lamb becomes 
a sheep he is informed that the lamb 
first become* a yearling sheep end 
then at a ’atar period becomes a ma­ 
ture sheep. 
Also he is advised that 
generally there are features peculiar 
to each of the groups by which It is 
not difficult to determine to which a 
given carcass belongs. 
These differ­ 
ences are the result of changes occur 
ring at different stages of maturity 
in the 
live 
animal. 
Age produces 
marked changes, the government ex 
ports say, in the character, color, and 
consistency of 
the flesh and bones 
and to a lesser degree in the consist­ 
ency and character of 
the exterior 
and interior fats. 
Hardness and color of 
the bones 
nie said to be good Indications of the 
age in nil cases. 
Hardness of bones 
in carcasses can best be determined 
by observing the color of the ribs in 
the chest cavity and the bones in the 
skank and in the break joint 
Red­ 
ness in bones indicates youth; white­ 
ness, age, and, to a certain extent, an 
undernourished condition. 
The age at 
which the transition 
from lamb 
to yearling sheep takes 
place in the live animato to approxi­ 
mately 12 to 14 months, while a yearl­ 
ing becomes a sheep when around 29 
to 24 months. Various characteristics 
distinguish the lamb from th* mutton 
carcass, but the meet prominent

Lamb 
foreleg joints break in four well-de­

forming the extreme end of the leg 
and presenting a hard, smooth, white, 
shiny surface 
with 
two 
prominent 
ridges. 
Three Grades of Lamb. 
And, returning to the lamb, there 
are three grades of that delectable 
meat—lamb, spring lamb, and 
hot­ 
house lamb—the first mentioned being 
that which to neither of the others. 
The term spring lamb refers to meat 
from young lambs of weaning age or 
younger which are 
usually sold for 
slaughter at agee ranging from three 
to five months. The flesh is uniform­ 
ly tender and a shade lighter than 
that of more mature lambs and the 
carcasses usually weigh from 30 to 35 
pounds, with variants down to 20 and 
up to 40 pounds. 
Spring lambs are 
marketed 
principally 
during 
Apili, 
May and June. 
The term hothouse lamb refers to 
carcasses from animato 
which 
are 
produced generally 
under artificial 
rather than climatic conditions. They 
are marketed during the late winter 
and early spring months, January to 
March, and they represent unusual ef­ 
fort, care, end attention on the part 
of the producers. 
The flesh is con­ 
sidered a great delicacy, but outside

At a regular m eeting of the county 
hoard of health, it was reported by 
County H ealth Commissioner Dr. T. 
T. Church th at the outstanding activ­ 
ity of the work of the office for May 
was the school roundup held a t Lis­ 
bon May 24. 
For this event the Parent-Teachers’ 
association bunted all children who 
expect to en ter school next fall, and 
parents of about half 
this 
num ber 
availed them selves of the opportunity 
to have their children examined. Phy­ 
sicians who conducted the exam ina­ 
tion donated th eir services. 
"If parents will have the defects in 
their children corrected as pointed 
out by the 
physicians 
before 
tho 
opening of school, it will be a wonder­ 
ful help to the child.” announced Dr. 
Church today. 
Of the children examined 29 were 
in urgent need of dental care and 19 
others had enlarged or diseased ton­ 
sils. 
Five needed to have their ey.:s 
examined and four needed exam ina­ 
tion of 
their 
ears. 
Two children 
showed rupture and one had an ab 
norm al heart and one had already de­ 
veloped goiter. One 
child 
requires 
braces for its legs, and another child 
had an abnorm al heart, spine and nos 
ture. 
Ten children needed medical 
attention to correct other ailm ents. 
In a statem ent to the county board 
of health, Dr. Church said: 
"Surely this is an apalling list of 
defects when 
parents 
Undoubtedly 
supposed their children to be normal. 
W hen these defects 
are 
remedied 
these children will have a much bet­ 
te r chance to develop into good Amer­ 
ican citizens, and they certainly owe 
a debt of gratitude to the physicians 
who gave of their tim e and knowledge 
to render this gratuitous service. 
"This 
roundup should em phasize 
the 
point 
th at 
as a successful 
business 
man stops once a year to 
lake an inventory of his stock to learn 
his financial resources, so should each 
person, at least once a year take an 
inventory of his physical condition 
th a t he may continue longer to enjoy 
health and prosperity. 
"In the olden days, tbe^pbyslcian 
healed the diseased if it were possi­ 
ble. but now much more stress 
is 
laid upon keeping the body sound and 
eificicnt.”
